KUWAIT, April 15 (Agencies) 
— Arab finance ministers meeting 
here decided Sunday to suspend 
Egypt’s membership of the Arab 
Fund for Economic and Soda! 
Development ( AFSED), as Presi- 
dent Sadat faced growing student 
unrest in protest against the sepa- 
rate Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty. 

The AFSED decision was 
described as “punishment” for the 
treaty with Israel. 

. The Egyptian chief delegate, 
Undersecretary of Economy 
Midhat Abdul Aziz, protested the 
decision and walked out of the 
conference tall. 

He told a news conference that 
the Arabs were “making the grave 
.mistake of mixing politics with 
- economics” and rejected the deci- 
sion as “illegal and unjustified.” 

“We had anticipated the deci- 
sion,” he said. “But we decided to 
attend this meeting here to advise 
our Arab brothers to keep 
economic organizations out of the 
political disputes.” 

. The decision was in line with a 
resolution adopted last month by 
• Arab foreign and finance minis- 
ters in Baghdad, to punish Egypt 
for signing the U.S.-sponsored 
■f treaty with Israel. 

Conference sources said the 
ministers also deckled to remove 
-Lebanon's Saeb Jaroudi from the 
post of president of the fund, after 
several Gulf countries accused 
him of “pro-Egyptian tenden- 
cies” He was replaced by Syrian 
Economy Minister Muhammad 
Emadi. 

The Organization of Arab Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OAPEQ has also scheduled a 
meeting here for Monday to dis- 
cuss suspending Egypt* s member- 
ship of the 10-member body. 

^resident Anwar Sadat, mean- 
while, declared “full discipline” 
will be restored at university cam- 
puses and that radical Muslim 
groups would not be allowed to 


“abuse the country under the 
guise of religion.” 

Sadat issued his warning in a 
speech Saturday night to profes- 
sors at Assiut University in upper 
Egypt, where published reports 
said police broke up a demonstra- 
tion of about 5,000 students with 
tear gas last month. 

The Egyptian leader's speech 
was the first official confirmation 
of unconfirmed reports about 
sporadic unrest on the campuses.

Findley reaffirms need 
for U.S. - PLO dialogue 

WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP) — The United States should 
immediately begin informal discussions with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization in order to prevent violence in the Middle East, an 
Illinois congressman urged Saturday. 

“Now is tiie critical time, the ideal time, for the Garter administra- 
tion to begin talks with (PLO chairman) Yasser Arafat," said Con- 
gressman Paul Findley, a member of the House Foreign Affairs 
Subcommittee on the Middle East 
Last month. President Jimmy Carter said the United States, which 
has long refused dealing with the PLO, would work with the Palesti- 
nian movement if it accepts a U.N. resolution calling for recognition 
of Israel. PLO officials rejected that offer. 

However, Findley said Arafat told him in a meeting last November 
ttat“he would give de facto recognition to the state of Israel, would 
live at peace with all his neighbors, and would renounce any and ail 
forms of violence if an independent Palestinian state is established on 
the West Bank and Gaza with a connecting corridor.” 

Findley said he felt that pledge by Arafat was sufficient justifica- 
tion for the Carter administration to begin informal talks with the 
PLO. 

“If we stubbornly and unwisely persist in our present policy of not 
talking, we are inviting extremist action,” Findley said. “Quite 
clearly there is a struggle within the PLO today between those who 
want to come out with violence. ..and those who want to hold back -in 
the hopes that some negotiations can develop. So we have the oppor- 
tunity to break the ice, to hold back the tide of violence.” 

Findley met tins week with Shafik al Hout, the head of the PLOs 
Beirut office, who is visiting in the United States. 

Hout was granted a visa by the U.S. government to speak at several 
American universities. Under strict ground rules laid down by the 
State Department, he faces the possibility of expulsion if he allows 
himself to be quoted by name during his travels. 

Findley said of the restrictions on Houfs visa; “If s excessive. If s 
absurd. It does not serve the interests of our purposes in the Middle 
East.”

“In 
whose interest do the extremist 
religious groupings work, seeking 
cover under religion?” 

Sadat has expressed increasing 
concern for the religious right fa 
recent speeches and has declared 
there will be “no religion fa poli- 
tics and no politics fa religion.” 

In his speech Saturday, .Sadat 
also criticized the “El Dawa"^ 
magazine, which is considered to 
be an outlet for the Muslim 
Brotherhood. He said the 
m a g azine had circulated “rumors 
disparaging to Egypt.” 

A document published by the 
magazine asserted that the United 
States had asked former Prime 
Minister Mamdouh Salem to help 
suppress religious groups. 

Sadat* called on the university 
officials to warn the student radi- 
cals that they could be expelled 
since it was the state that was pay- 
ing for their education. 

The Egyptian leader said that 
“nothing stakes Egypt, neither 1 
the communists nor the rejeetkra- 
ists” 'and “this applies to the 
movements which trade fa relig- 
ion.” 

Nine of the 13 student govern-’ 
mentsof the country’s major uni- 
versities are dominated by religi- 
ous fundamentalist groups.

Arrest of Ayatollah’s family protested 


TEHRAN, April 15 (Agencies) 
— Thousands of people demons- 
trated fa downtown Tehran Sun- 
day, protesting the arbitrary arrest 
and detention of a prominent 
religious leader’s family by 
revolutionary .committee 
militiamen. 

Earlier, the revolutionary coun- 
cil; disclosed that two more 
“enemies of the people” were 
executed, raising the total to 126 
killed since February. 

Shot by a firing squad here was 
Tehran policeman Reza Yunesi, 
who was convicted of shooting and 
killing innocent persons. 

A f ring squad fa Ardebfl, fa 
Iran’s '^rtiiwestem region, shot 
retired LL-CoL Hojjat Amir- 
Fathi, for or ganising pro-Shah 
gangs “and attacking homes, 
shops and innocent people.” 

The demonstrators, numbering 
between 4,000 and 5,000, rallied 
outside Tehran University on 
busy Shah Reza Avenue as groups 
of youths held scattered demonst- 
rations throughout the capital 
The demonstrators carried 
banners and placards pledging 


support for the Ayatollah 
Mahmoud Taleghani,' the 72- 
year-old religious leader of 
Tehran, and reportedly demand- 
ing the dismantling of Iran's 
revolutionary committee which 
run a parallel government to that 
of Prime Minister Mehdi Bazax- 
gan. 

Talegban’s two sons and a 
daughter- fa-1 aw were arrested 
Thursday and detained for 24 
hours by unidentified committee 
members fa Tehran. Local reports 
indicated they tad been taken to 
Lavizan army barracks and poss- 
ibly beaten during their captivity, 
but this could not be immediately 
confirmed. 

Taleghani, one of the top religi- 
ous leaders fa Iran after the 
Ayatollah Khomeini, has appar- 
ently left the capital for an undis- 
closed destination. 

A statement by his Tehran 
bureau, published Sunday, said 
Taleghani “was deeply hurt, both 
physically and mentally” over the 
incident and that his bureau was 
closing fa protest against the 
“irresponsible elements and

TEHRAN, April 15 (R) — The message on the gates of Tehran's 
Qasr jail is clear “No one can ever forgive the corrupt of the earth.” 

Blindfolded and squeezed between heavily-armed guards, the 
hundreds of supporters of the Shah led through those green jates 
sm re fast February's revolution never saw that message- 

But the message underlines the justice they can expect to face 
inside. Already over 100 officials of the former government, includ- 
ing ex-premier Amir Abbas Hoveyda, dozens of generals and several 
former ministers have been executed. 

The secret trials and executions have shocked many outside Iran 
and stunned a former ruling class inside the country, but the majority 
of Iranians have approved their leader Ayatollah Khomeini* s verdict 
on the purge erf the Shah’s men. 

Speaking a few days before the resumption of the executions 
earlier this month, the 78-year-old Ayatollah told the nation that 
those facing revolutionary courts were not political prisoners, but 
criminals who should have been shot as soon as they were captured. 

For the Ayatollah and the millions who support him, those who 
have fallen before firing squads since the overthrow of the monarchy 
— whether politicians, military leaders, secret police agents or mere 
yes-men— were directly or indirectly responsible for the conduct of 
the Stab's administration. . 

What is going on now represents for those who triumphed m the 
revolution very much what the Nuremberg trials of war criminals or 
the executions of collaborators fa France or Italy did for those who 
defeated the Nazis and Fascists fa World War Two. 

And they cannot understand why the West is making such a fuss 


about the liquidation of the officials' who kept the Shah's rule and the 
apparatus of torture and repression, going for so many years. 

Western criticism of the new government’s revenge has only tan- 
ned lat e nt distrust here. At least one minister advised the families of 
prominent political prisoners that hand in g fa a petition by clemency 


their imprisoned relatives. 

The new Iranian leadership stresses that it carried out an Islamic 
revolution and is proud of the fact its concept of justice is different 
from the accepted Western one. 

The Paris-educated members of the government draw parallels 
with the French Revolution of 1789, saying that even the French 
made mistakes and that by French standards, the Iranian revolution 
has taken very few lives. 

Prime Minister Mehdi 7-azaigan, 71, a former chairman of the 
Iranian Human Rights Defense Committee, was quoted as My 
supportin g the executions fa a recent West German press interview. 

Ayatollah Khomeini, in his last message before leaving Tehran to 
settle fa the holy dty of Qom 1 50 kms south of here last month, called 
on the people to feed prisoners properly and not to iQtreat them. 

Theoretically, all those being executed now should be hanged. But 
given that there are no proper gallows, the bullet probably provides a 
far quicker death than the noose. 

At least 1300 prisoners accused of offences under the Shah’s rule 
are awaiting trial fa Qasr jail, large parts of which were burnt down 
during the revolution. Some 3,000 common law prisoners broke out 
of the abandoned jail during the^battie of Tehran” last February, 
but the government tad by then released all political prisoners.

Meanwhile, Iran's revolutio- 
nary public prosecutor, Mehdi 
Hadavi, Sunday banned all further 
arrests and bouse searches by 
revolutionary guards unless hie 
himself gives permission. 

The announcement was seen as 
a reaction to the arrests of 
Taleghanf s sons. 

Hadavi also called on the Ira- 
nian people to show forgivesness 
towards those political prisoners 
who are young or who face lesser 
charges than the well-known 
names already executed by 
revolutionary courts. 

Experienced diplomats said 
they thought Hadavi 1 s statement 
indicated the possibility of an 
amnesty for lesser political pris- 
oners once the fag names under 
the Shah's regime tavp been dealt 
with. 

The immediate reasons for the 
arrest of Taleghanf s sons could 
not be discerned, but there was 
speculation fa the capital it may 
have resulted from rivalry bet- 
ween Khomeini supporters and 
followers of Taleghani, who is 
considered by many as a moderate 
and flexible leader. 

Taleghani, imprisoned and tor- 
tured under the Shah, has acted as 
the revolutionary regime's 
trouble-shooter and helped dif- 
fuse the Kurdish rebellion last 
month by helping negotiate 
limited self-rule for the 
autonomy -minded tribesmen. 

The official Pars News Agency 
twH said the unauthorized arrest 
of Taleghanf s relatives resulted 
from “a misun d erstanding.”

Iran raises 
oil prices, 
production 

TEHRAN, April 35 (AP) — 
Iranian crude oil production Has 
risen by over half a billion barrels - 
a day to 4.7 million, and the 
National I ranian Oft Company 
announced Sunday that it was 
placing a $ 1.90 surcharge on the 
price of a barrel of oft. 

NIOC said the surcharge is 
retroactive from April 1 with new 
posted prices for a barrel of light 
Iranian crude standing at$ 16.57. 
The new level is$ 1.90 over prices 
posted by the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 

(OPEC). 

NIOC said Iranian heavy crude 
now sells for $ 16,04 a barrel, 
which includes $ 1.80 surcharge 
over OPEC prices. 

About 700,000 barrels of the 
4.7 million produced daily was 
destined for domestic consump- 
tion. It was the highest level of 
crude oil production since Iran 
resumed exporting March 5 after a

Israeli Air Force jets bombed 
two Palestinian camps in southern 
Lebanon hours after the bomb 
went off, though a military com- 
munique did not call the attack a 
retaliatory raid. 

The woman's death brought to 
eight the number of Israelis killed 
in the 11 commando explosions 
set off since Jan. 1. 

In a separate development, an 
Israeli military spokesman said 
Saturday that windows have been 
smashed and walls damaged by 
submachine gun fire in an airfield 
at El Arish which Israel is to hand 
back to Egypt when it begins its 


withdrawal from northern Sinai. 

The spokesman said reserve 
soldiers were believed to be 
responsible for the damage and 
the Israeli Air Fbree had ordered 
an investigation to discover their 
identity. 

Everything would be done to 
repair the damage and ensure that 
the base was handed back to 
Egypt in good condition, the 
spokesman said. 

A small unit of reserve soldiers 
guards the airfield and is relieved 
regularly.

Eilts has been ambassador since 
the United States restored rela- 
tions with Egypt in 1974. Ather- 
ton played a key role as mediator 
between Egyptian and Israeli 
negotiators dining the 16-month 
peace treaty talks.

The deputy director-general in the Israeli Energy Ministry, Ami 
Ben-Basat, said Sunday Israeli Energy Minister Yitzhak Modal and 
Egypt’s Ahmad Ezzeddin Hflal would meet in Abu Rudeds, a rich 
Sinai oil field evacuated by Israel in 1975 following the interim 
agreement between Egypt and IsraeL 

The two officials wonld then travel to the site of foe Alma oil wells 
further to the south to discuss the handover. 

The peace treaty called for the return of the fields to Egypt in seven 
mouths. Ben-Basat said several aspects of the matter were still open, 
such as whether Israel would evacuate its drilling and pumping gear 
from the area or sell it to the Egyptians.

Peking guests hear 
songs of Sihanouk 


PEKING, April 15 (R) — 
Prince Norodom 'Sihanouk of 
Cambodia crooned his own songs 
into a microphone and members 
of the Peking Symphony 
Orchestra played jazz Saturday 
night at the first royal ball held in 
the Chinese capital for at least 68 
years. 

About 250 revellers — Chinese, 
diplomats and correspondents — 
danced the -night away in celebra- 
tion of the Cambodian new year. 

The ball was given by tbe 
prince, a former Cambodian 
leader now exiled from his home- 
land, in the gymnasium of his 
spacious residence in central Pek- 
ing. It was thought to be tbe first 
royal gala evening in the city since 
tbe overthrow of the last imperial 
Chinese dynasty in 1911. 

Prince Sihanouk's personality, 
and his music, dominated the 
seven-hour ball. He composed 26 
of the 40 numbers played. 

Backing the crooning host was a 
16- member band put together 
from the symphony orchestra and 
playing jazz in public for the first - 
time. 

The Chinese government is 
playing host to Sihanouk and his 
wife. Princess Monique, as well as 
to representatives of the Pol Pot 
government overthrown in Cam- 
bodia. The prince now refuses to 
have anything to do with the Pol 
Pot group. 

Princess Monique said she had 
not been out dancing since her 
husband was overthrown in 1970 
by the American-backed Lon Nol 
regime in Phnom Penh.

U.S. concerned that Soviets 
may establish Vietnam bases 


WASHINGTON, April 15 
(AP) — The State Department 
said Saturday that two Soviet 
long-range reconnaissance planes 
have been spoted at tbe DA Nang 
air base in Vietnam and said it 
would be “deeply concerned” if 
Russian planes and ships started 
using Vietnam bases regularly. 

The planes were Tupolevs of 
tbe type referred to by tbe U.S. 
Air Force as “Bears," American 
officials said. 

State Department press officer 
Mary Ann Bader said, “ We would 
be deeply concerned if Soviet air 
or naval craft established a pattern 
of regular operational use of bases 
in Vietnam.” 

She added that she was not in a 
position to speculate about the 


U.S. response to such a develop- 
ment 

Garni Yamashita, director gen- 
eral of Japan’s Defense Agency, 
had expressed concern Friday 
about the security of sea links over 
which Japan imports virtually all 
of its oil. 

Intelligence sources in Tokyo 
were reported to have identified 
tbe Tupolevs as 95-D reconnais- 
sance craft, flying south over the 
Strait of Tsushima between Japan 
and South Korea. Similar flights 
were reported at the height of 
fighting between China and Viet- 
nam, nam, apparently as a sign of 
Soviet support for the Vietnam- 
ese, but the aircraft were seen 
returning to their bases the same 
day. 
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Now, U.S. officials said, the air- 
craft have been seen at Da Nang, a 
strategic U.S. base during tbe Vie- 
tnam War.

Pentagon officials, declining to 
be identified by name, said they 
had no evidence the Soviets were 
setting up any permanent installa- 
tions in Vietnam. 

Earlier reports indicated that 
Japanese officials also are con- 
cerned over the arrival of the 
Soviet aircraft carrier Minsk in the 
Indian Ocean. 

The Minsk, accompanied by 
two guided missile cruisers and 
other ships, entered the Indian 
Ocean earlier this month. Some 
American officers have said they 
believe the Minsk will join the 
Soviet Pacific fleet 
In another development, the 
Soviet Union says it will send 75 
per cent of the funds earned from 
a i nationwide: day of volume ry 
labor to Vietnam, “which suffered 
from the barbarous aggression of 
China," “Pravda” said. 

Tbe annual “Subbotnik” also 
known as “Red Saturday,” 
involved 144 million workers last 
year and produced 160 million 
rubles ( $ 240 million) for a fund 
usually used to build hospitals, lib- 
raries and the like. 


U.S., Russians 
end 7 -week talks 
on chemical war 

WASHINGTON, April 15 (R) 
— Tbe United States and the 
Soviet Union said Sunday a 
seven- wee kround of talks in 
Geneva on prohibiting chemical 
warfare had been useful and 
negotiations would resume at a 
later date. 

In a joint statement, the two 
countries said the talks were 
aimed at achieving the earliest 
possible completion of a joint 
initiative to be presented to the 
Geneva committee on disarma- 
ment. 

“Tbe goal of the negotiations is 
the achievement of an agreement 
which would provide for a com- 
plete, effective and verifiable pro- 

- hibttibn of the development, pro- 
duction and stockpiling of all 
chemical weapons, as well as pro- 
viding for the elimination of 
accumulated stockpiles of such 
weapons,” they said. 

“The meetings which took place 
were useful. The delegations con- 
tinued to work on bringing 
together their respective positions 
on many of the issues related to a 
joint initiative.” 

The round began on Feb. 21 
and ended on April 12. It was the 
ninth in a series that started in 
August, 1976.

At least five 
lolled in floods 
in southern U.S. 

JACKSON, Miss. April 15 (R) 

— At least five people were killed 
and 2,000 evacuated after floods 
in several southern states caused 
by unusually heavy spring rains.

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ADAMS, Ind. April 15 (AP) — 
Sixteen years ago Robert Russell 
Garwood dropped out of high 
school and enlisted in the Marines, 
ready “ to step out into the world-’ ' 
Now- he is home again, his youth 
gone and his dreams shattered by 
allegations that he helped tbe 
enemy. 

Garwood, called “Bobby’' by 
his famil y and friends, spent 
almost 14 of those years in the 
hands of the Vietnamese. But 
when he returned to this rural, 
southeastern Indiana community 
on a 30-day convalescent leave, 
there was no hero's welcome. 

“ I was a gung-ho Marine. You 
have me an order and I did ft," he 
said in an interview last week. ** I 
guess I believed coo much in the 
U.S. government, that everything 
ft did was right." 

Garwood, a lanky man with 
deep-set, dark eyes, was born 
April 1, 1946 in Greensburg, 
Indiana, tbe first son of Jack and 
Ruth Garwood. They lived a few 
miles down the road in nearby 
Adams until his parents divorced 
when Garwood was 4. Jack Gar- 
wood was. given custody of Bobby 
and his younger brother, Don. 

At 17, Garwood dropped out of 
high school during his sophomore 
year to join the Marines. Since be 
was underage, his father had to 
grant permission and be did so 
reluctantly. 

“My old man, he was worried 
that I couldn’t take it. Tbe 
Marines are the toughest outfit 
and I wasn't really what you'd call 
a tough guy,” he said with a 
chuckle. “I was ready to prove to 
my old man that I was ready to 
step out into the world." 

Garwood completed his basic 
training in California and from 
there went to Okinawa where he 
spent about eight months before 
he headed to Vietnam for what 
was supposed to be a two-mouth 
tour of duty. 

He said he had only 10 days left 
in his tour when he was captured 
by 30 or 40 enemy soldiers who 
surrounded his jeep. 

“They pointed their guns 
almost point-blank at me...I dove 
out of my jeep on the ocean side 
and started shooting,’ ’ he said. “I 
got one of them right between the 
eyes. I didn’t even aim. I shot 
another one in the stomach. They 
got me twice in my right arm — 
you can still see tfie scars. Then I 
lost my weapon and rolled under 
the jeep. That’s when they cap* 
Hired me.” 

“The first day, 1 was able to 
walk. The second day, they had to 
cany me. 1 was too weak. I had 
lost too much blood,” he said, 
(noting' that his wounds went 
unattended for three days. 

Because of the charges against 
him, Garwood said be is reluctant 
to talk specifically about what 
happened to Mm during the 13¥x 
years after his disappearance on 
Sept. 28, 1965. Other UJS. pris-

In February, a House commit- 
tee leveled charges of defection 
and collaboration against Gar- 
wood. Rep. G.V. Montgomery, 
(D.-Missi.) said Ms committee on 
POWs and those missing in action 
had information that Garwood 
was a defector who led North Vie- 
tnamese units against U.S. patrols. 

“The defector was observed by 
American captives and was seen 
to bear arms with the enemy, and 
to participate in interrogation of 
other American prisoners of war,” 
the committee report said- Mont- 
gomery said Garwood was the 
defector mentioned. 

After the announcement of 
Garwood's return, the State 
Department said other American 
prisoners "reported to us after 
their release that Mr. Garwood 
had voluntarily stayed behind in 
Vietnam." 

Garwood disputes claims that 
be remained in Vietnam of his 
own accord, saying, “Can any- 
body who's ever grown jup in 
America actually believe I volun- 
teered to stay in that god-forsaken 
country?" 

Several months ago, he slipped 


a note to an unidentified foreign 
traveler in Hanoi. It said, “I am an 
American in Vietnam. Are yon 
interested?” 

The traveler contacted the U.S. 
government and the wheels were 
slowly set in motion for Gar- 
wood’s release — the first POWto 
leave Vietnam since more than. 
500 American GIS were freed in 
1973. 

In March, when Garwood step- 
ped off tbe plane at Bangkok after ' 
leaving Vietnam, he was informed 
of the charges against Mm: solicit- 
ing American combat forces to . _ 
throw down their weapons and : 
refuse to fight; attempting to.-" 
cause insubordination; disloyalty; 
and refusal of duty among fellow _X 
prisoners of war; suspicion of ^ 
desertion in time of war; unlawful 
dealings with the enemy and mis- V, 
behavior while a prisoner of war. 

If tried and convicted of all 
charges, Garwood could be sen- • 
fenced to death — a penalty not 
imposed on a Marine since before 
the turn of the century. 

Garwood said he is now disil- 
lusioned. "I spent 14 years in Vie- 
tnam . Those were ray youth years. 
They’re gone. Til never get them 
back. I spent half of my life over 
there. For who? who'll explain It 
to me?”

A -plant radiation claims 
run to over $ 1 million 


HARRISBURG, Pa. 'April 35 
(AP) — More than $1 million has 
already been paid out to 2,800 
families for claims arising from the 
nuclear accident at the Three Mile 
Island plant near here. 

An actual nuclear disaster, 
however, would . bankrupt the 
country’s 22-year-old nuclear 
insurgeace system. 

Officials in Hampden Town- 
ship, Pa. estimated Sunday that 
properly within a 32-kilometer, 
five-county radios of the disabled 
nuclear plant is worth over - 5 
billion, not including tax-exempt 
lands and buildings. 

That’s more than 70 times the$ 
560 million provided for in the 
Price- Anderson Act, a three- 
tiered insurance system 
implemented in 1957 when the 
first nuclear reactors were being 
licensed. Under the act, liability 

Harms of up to $ j40 million are 

covered by about 250 mutual and 
stock insurance companies in two 


pools run by American nuclear 
insurers and mutual atomic energy 
liability underwriters. 

If claims go over 140 million 
dollar mark, each of 67 licensed 
reactors in the country are asses- 
sed} 5 million, swelling the avail- 
able coverage by $ 335 million to$ 
475 million. 

A provision in the act permits 
Congress to ' appropriate addi- 
tional funds if claims come to 
more than $ 560 milli on. 

Ron Vinson, a spokesman for 
American nuclear insurers, said 
daims arising from the Three Mile 
Island accident won't even come 
near the point of assessing other 
reactors or dipping into federal 
funds. 

. “The only thing you did have 
was releases of small amounts of 
radiation that were vented off 
while they were trying to bring the 
reactor under control. We haven’t 
actually suffered con teminatkm of 
any areas, or any bodily damage 
that we know of,” he sa id Friday 


DUBLIN, April 15 (AP) - 
" Three teenagers have been HIM 
in the explosion of an artillery 
shell they had been playing with in 
an army firing range, police say. 
Others have been injured, four 
seriously. 

Mice said a group of 30 teena- 
gers from a Dublin youth club 
were hiking across the Glen of 
Immai, an artillery range about 30 
miles, south of Dublin, when the 
explosion occurred. 

The range is a restricted area 
closed to the public, but it is a 
popular place for picnics on 
weekends when no target practice 
is held. 

The Rev. Kevin Lyon, a local 
parish priest and one of the first on 
the scene, told reporters the 
teenagers had found a number of 
mortar and anti-tank shells and 
were playing with them. 

“They decided to see what they 
could do with them and they threw 

one of tiie shells against a rock and 
it exploded," he said. 

The result was “too horrible to 
describe,” he added, with some of 
the children losing arms and legs 
in file blast. 

Two 13-year-old boys were kil- 
led instantly and a 12-year-old 
boy died of his wounds in a hospi- 
tal, police said. 

They said one erf the boys in the 
group ran three miles for help. He 
told rescue workers the dub 
members had carefully avoided 
areas with red flags put up by the 
army to mark unexpJoded shells, 
but he said he had not seen any 
flags at file scene of the explosion. 

Rescue teams had to carry the 
dead and wounded on stretchers 
across rough terrain to the nearest 
road.

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Uganda elections

Yusuf Lute, a softly- spoken academic, became Ugandans new 
Head of State after resistance by forces fighting for Idi Amin was 
crashed in the capital city, Kampala. 

Uganda exile leaders say they have agreed on a draft constitiitioa 
for the Uganda National liberation Front (UNLF), which was 
formed in the northern Tanzanian town of Moshi two weeks ago. 

Under this constitution the UNLF executive committee would act 
as a caretaker government for six months after the fall of Amin. But, 
exile sources stress, the committee would be answerable to a con- 
stituent assembly comprising not less than 40 Ugandans. 

The committee would be the supreme body of the UNLF. 

After six months it would decide whether the caretaker govern- 
ment should continue in office or whether a new government should 
be elected. Elections were to be held as soon as posable but within 
two years. 

The constituent assembly, which is also being referred to as a 
consultative committee, is chaired by Edward Rugamoyo, until 1973 
minister of education in the Amin government. 

Rugamoyo is a Marxist who lectures at Lusaka University. After 
his resignation be issued the most vehement denunciation put out by 
anyof the men who had worked for Amin after the 1971 coup d’etat. 

The sources were not entirely dear about how the new government 
would be set up. The principal intial tasks would be to “ win the 
confidence of the people. ” 

“ If you Hke, it is really a case of rehumanizing the people, of 
teaching them not to be afraid, ” said one of the members of the 
executive committee. “ We must convince them the change is real, 
that it is not another one of Amin's gfanmidrs - ”■ 

Most, if not all. of tiie present 11-member executive committee 
would become Cabinet Ministers in the caretaker administration, the 
source said. But, he added, ministerial portfolios had not been allo- 
cated. 

The sadden emergence of the UNLF executive committee and the 
likelihood that it will become Uganda's government has taken many 
people completely by surprise. 

Lule has hitherto not been involved in exile politics, a point which 
told in his favor as Ugandans searched for a non-controversial chair- 
man. He was a minister in the colonial government preceding 1 inde- 
pendence and later became vice-chancellor of Makerere University 
College. 

Lule is not known to have any particular political leaning. But he is 
an able administrator and amidst the complexities and conflicts of 
Uganda's politics is probably an ideal person to bead a caretaker 
administration. 

Ms emergence means that Uganda's best-known exile. Dr Milton 
Obote, the president overthrown by Amin, has, for the moment at 
least, been eclipsed. 

In part, Obote’ s problem was that he was a very controversial 
figure among the more vocal Ugandan exiles. In addition, the Tanza- 
nians were detenuied not to be seen to be trying to reimpose Obote, 
who has lived in exile here for eight years, on Uganda. 

This was an important aspect of the credibility of Tanzania's case 
as its troops drove north towards Kampala, playing the main role in 
defeating Amin and his Libyan supporters. 

One still inexplicable aspect of foe whole conflict to many Tanza- 
nians is that Libya still has an embassy in Dar es Salaam. Libyan 
planes were reported to have bombed Tanzania twice and Col. 
Muammar Gaddafi earlier made a virtual l de cla ration of war on 
Tanzania. (OlFNS)

LONDON - 

The o3 prices chaos of recent weeks, underlined by foe panic 
buying at Rotterdam where prices were pushed to an unprecedented 
$22 per barrel this month. Is causing deep anxiety among consumers 
and certain producers. Unless discipline is reintroduced, a free-for- 
all situation will develop and both producers and consumers may . 
suffer irrepairable damage. 

Up till now, the producer most qualified to [day the game has 
refrained from rocking the boat further, but the abnormal situation 
obviously cannot continue. 

Owing to the difficulty of the subject, it may be best to treat it 
chronologically . (The article leaves out Socialist camp producers and 
consumers). 

Before 1973, OPEC’s share of the world oil market stood at 31 
milli on barrels a day. After 1973 this share dropped to 27 million in 
view of the elasticity of demand and the 1975/76 world economic 
recession, and only climbed back to 30 millio n In 1978. 

Many factors combined to bring about this situation, the most 
important being the large price increases in October and December, 
1973, January 1974, October 1974 and September 1975 when prices 
were increased by a further 10 per cent. 

The producers, in fact, got more for their oil because at the same 
time they increased taxes on oil companies from 55 to 85 per cent. 

Against this backdrop of steep price hikes, the industrialized 
states imposed restrictions on consumption while an indigenous pro- 
duction developed. North Sea oil jumped over the million barrels a 
day mark and now stands at about 1.5 million a day while Alaska oil is 
trow near 2 million barrels a day. 

The OPEC members sought the price increases and welcomed 
them but the sudden fall in demand surprised some producers. 
Before 1973, the average increase in demand was an annual 7 per 
cent, but after 1973 that rate dropped to 2-3 per cent and caught 
countries like Saudi Arabia, Iraq and Nigeria while they were plan- 
ning to increase production. 

Saudi Arabia did not care much about the drop in demand but 
Iraq, Nigeria and even Iran after it resumed production needed to to 
sell more oil. This situation created a struggle inside OPEC and die 
big powers exerted various forms of pressure to serve their own 
interests. 

At this stage, it may be recalled that Saudi production in August 
1973 stood at 93 million barrels a day but it dropped to 83 in 
September. Saudi Arabia used this last figure as a base for production 
and it is still operative. 

(Saudi ofl is used as the marker crude in setting oil prices and the 
prices of other crudes are calculated around the Saudi figure allowing 

for a very small margin up or down). 

At any rate, the disagreements over prices and shares of the 
world market blew into the open at the December 1976 OPEC 
conference wben Saudi Arabia and the United Arab Emirates opted 
for a five per cent increase against 10 per cent by the other 11 
producers. The dispute was solved after Saudi Arabia and the UAE 
increased their prices to the 10 per cent margin and the others 
cancelled a further increase of five per cent planned for July of that 
year. Saudi Arabia at the time increased production by about 13 
million barrels a day to prove its dominance. 

The Iran affair has underlined the vulnerability of economic 
conditions in the West. Iran produced 5.9 million barrels a day before 
the troubles started. But the upheaval in the world market was not 
caused by anything near 5.9 million. In fact, only one million barrels a 
day were missing in the eod — a situation that has gone unnoticed by 
many people. 

Iran sold 5 million barrels of crude a day. To make up for the 
loss, exti? oil was produced by Saudi Arabia (one million), Iraq (13 
miffion), Nigeria (0.5 million), Venezuela) (0.4 million) and others 
(0.5 million) or about 4 million barrels a day. So only one million 
barrels a day was lost through the Iranian situation. 

But the market was further strained by a very hard winter which 
pushed consumption by 500,000 to one million barrels a day. The 
total shortage thus stood at 13 to 2 millio n 

The consumers dipped into their stockpiles to make np for the 
loss and the stockpiles suddenly fell from about 73 days to 61 days. 

The fall in strategic stockpiles sparked the price fever which saw 
crude being sold at $22 per barrel at Rotterdam. The market was 
further strained by the fact that demand always increased in the last 
three months of the year in view of the cold winter and in anticipation 
of the new year increases. 

At any rate, the Rotterdam situation requires some explanation. 

There are several ways of deciding prices: 

— the spot market price is the price governing on deaL 

— contract price covers what is called third party contracts 
which may be for two or three years or more, 

— multinational company prices. 

The spot market price is very sensitive. In times of surplus the 
[wire of crude may drop by as much as 20 and even 25 cents a barrel 
while at times of shortages it may increase by as much or more. 

Normally, the spot market is about 13 millio n barrels a day. But 
after the cut in Iranian production, countries like Iraq and Nigeria 
which increased their production preferred to sell it in the spot 
market to achieve the highest prices. Libya and Iran later followed 
(after Iran resumed production) and the spot market shot up to four 
millio n barrels a day. 

(As some mu ltinati onals like Texaco and Socal also sold in the 
spot market it is necessary to explain where they obtain their extra 
crude. This happens becaise contracts include a flexibility margin of, ' 
say, about 10 per cent and the company is able to buy 10 per cent 
more or less, depending on its needs. So companies began asking for 
the maximum under their contracts and selling the difference in the. 
spot market). 

At the recent Geneva OPEC conference prices were increased 
from $13.3 3 per barrel to$1434. As the price 'chaos set in, countries 
like Saudi Arabia saw their oil sold on the spot market by companies 
and individuals making at times 100 per cent profit 

For prices to remain within the limits of reason, foe following 
conditions most be met 

1 Industrialized nations must reduce consumption by one to two 
million barrels a day by June. 

2 Iran must continue to produce about four million barrels a day. 

3 President Carter must score some success in Ms energy prog- 
ram. 

4 Countries like Iraq and Nigeria most continue to produce the 
extra oil that they have been producing since the beginning of the 
Ir anian crisis. 

5 Hu industrialised nations must not attempt to stockpile more 
than their regular needs. 

The absence of any of the above factors, especially the first, 
second and fourth, will be enough to bring irresistible pressure for an 
ofl price increase in Jane. 
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Japan preparing 4 gifts ’ for the West

It is an agreeable Japanese custom that the host of a reception or 
party rewards Ms guests for attending by providing them with gifts. 

With Japan hosting the seven nation economic summit this June, 
Prime Minister Masayoshi OMra has the onerous job of deciding 
what gifts to hand out to quell the West’s annoyance at Japan's huge 
trade surplus, and ensure a happy summit The spirit of giving, it must 
be said, is blunted by the attempts by the United States mid Europe to 
squeeze trade concessions out of Japan before their leaders gather in 
Tokyo — a crude blackmail to which Japan, eager that the summit 
should pass smoothly, is highly susceptible. 

It was not lost on anybody here that the Westerners’ complaints 
have reached a new feverish peak, with uglier hints of reprisals than 
ever before, as Japan's great occasion to show itself to die world gets 
nearer. Washington stepped up the pressure on Japan to open its 
market, speed up tariff cuts, even requested Tokyo to imperil its 
relations with Arab ofl producers by increasing aid to Egypt — and 
began a vigorous campaign to persuade Japan to allow foreign com- 
panies substantial access to proc ur ements by Japanese government 
agencies. Obira is believed to be ready to make concessions on the 
procurement issue when he meets President Jimmy Carter in 
Washington on May 2, in an effort to smooth the ground for the 
Tokyo summit. 

A press report that Carter was planning to boycott the summit 
unless Japan moved fast to reduce its huge trade surplus with the U.S. 
— nearly $12 billion last year — was quickly denied by the American 
embassy here, but it sent nervous shivers down hypersensitive official 
Japanese spines. 

Not to be outdone, the European Community commission sent 
▼ice president Wilhelm Haferkamp to Tokyo to make threatening 
noises, which though now so me thing of an annual ritual sounded a lot 
more menacing in Tokyo's pre-summit tension. Japan's intensive 
exporting rang up a record $6.4 billion trade surplus with the Com- 
munity last year, and Haferkamp, in Ms rough Teutonic manners, 
said he wanted to see some fast action. 


“We do not like the idea of coming here every year with' the 
same list of complaints," Haferkamp told a press conference. Nor of 
coarse do the Japanese, who are tired of the regular European 
Community missions coming here to whine about non-tariff barriers 
and demanding Japan buy more foreign biscuits,' cigarettes and lips- 
tick. Nevertheless, Ohira — who has privately lamented Ms pre- 
decessor Fukuda' s rashness in inviting the summit to Tokyo — is busy 
preparing some “Omryage" (gifts) for the European leaders. 

He ordered the Ministry of International Trade and Industry 
(MITI) to devise a strategy to quell European resentments, the 
outline of which became known last week. The MITI plan envisages 
more Japanese investment in EEC countries, joint ventures with. 
European firms in third world countries in Africa and the Middle' 
East, and the entry of Japanese investment into Spain and Greece to 
narrow the economic gap between these prospective EEC member 
countries and the present nine. The problem with the plan, winch 
foresees a switch from the ‘'concentrated downpour’' of Japanese 
ships, steel textiles, cars and electronic goods onto ! Europe to 
investment and technological partnership is that the Japanese gov- 
ernment has to sell it to private business firms winch are doing nicely 
out o f dire ct exporting. But official encouragement will be forthcom- 
ing, MTIT promises. The government has already sponsored factfind- 
ing missions to pritain and Ireland this year, and believes that more 
Japanese investment, like the proposed tieup between Honda Motor 
Company and British Leyland, wfll be warmly welcomed in B ritain - 
and other Common Market countries. 

With a constant eddy of senior officials and newly-appointed 
advisors around Ohira' s residence, inundating the prime minister 
with advice, it would be only a trifle exaggerated to say that Japan will 
be governed for the next three months in the interests of harmony at . 
the Tokyo summit. The Bank of Japan' s call for a tigher money policy 
ha?? been swiftly silenced? With the West demanding that Japan cut its • 
trade surplus by stimulating the economy. Any tightening will have to 
wait until after the summit, let inflation rage as it may. (G) 


Ethiopia : A test case for Soviets

ADDIS ABABA — 

The revolutionary government has launched a major campaign 
to revive its war-battered economy and appears to be counting 
heavily on promised assistance from its new communist allies. 

It remains unclear bow Mg an economic commitment the Soviet 
Union and other Eastern Bloc nations are prepared to make in 
Africa’s latest Marxist country. 

Some Western diplomats here say this issue ultimately may 
serve to sway the military government somewhat back toward the 
West and possibly a more nonaligned policy. 

“If the Soviet Union and its allies don’t provide the aid, the 
Ethiopians will probably have to torn to the West,'* remarked one 
diplomat. “The Soviets have not done very well when it comes to 
economic assistance to African countries, so Ethiopia is a test case for 
them.*’ 

So far, the Soviet Union seems to be repeating the pattern. of its 
earlier dose relationship with neighbouring Somalia, where it pro- 
vided $1 billion in military assistance but little for economic 
development. 

The Somalis complained bitterly about this after they severed 
military ties with Moscow in November 1977 over the Soviet decision 
to switch skies and back Ethiopia in the Ethiopian- Somali war. 

Soviet assistance to Ethiopia — hke that of East Germany, Cuba 
and other Soviet bloc members — has been mostly for the military or 
security forres. This can be explained so far by the fact that Ethiopia’s 
military government has been engaged in wars against Somalia, 
liberation movements and opposition groups. 

The nature and extent of the bloc’s co mmitm ent to this Marxist 
government should soon become dearer. 

Ethiopia's ruler, Lt. Col. Mengistu Haile Mariam, toured East- 
ern Europe last November to seek $200 million to $300 million in 
economic assistance, signing a treaty of friendship and cooperation 
while in Moscow. What he actually secured in aid remains unknown 


outside foe ruling military council and many Ethiopians are doubtful 
he got much at all. 

Launching what is known as the “national revolutionary 
development campaign” in early February, Mengistu listed the kind 
of assistance expected or already provided by the co mmunis t coun- 
tries: 

“They have given us money and different kinds of production 
machinery and equipment. They have advanced us long-term, low- 
interest loans for development purposes. They axe going to help us 
set up various factories. They are going to cooperate with us in 
different kinds of development projects. They wfll make experts 
available to us. They will be training Ethiopians in various profes- 
sions." 

At the end he added somewhat enigmatically: “They have also 
made us many promises.” 

So far, what is known actually to have arrived are 1,000 East 
German tractors and 50 combine harvesters for state farms. East 
Germany has also provided training for mechanics and drivers and a 
million loan for a. port-expansion project at Asab on the Red Sea. 
But the Ethiopians reportedly have rejected the initial draft for the 
project.

Meanwhile, the Soviet Union, which has sold$l billion worth of 
arms to Ethiopia in the past two years on commercial terms has come 
through with two loan? for mining and agricultural development. 

Most of Ethiopia’s foreign economic assistance continues to 
come from the West or China, despite its severely strained relations 
with both. 

Out of $1 17 million in loans listed in the current budget, more 
t^ tW-quarters appear to come from the West — led by the 
World Bank and the European Economic Community — and China .

JEDDAH — The contribution to medicine 
made by scholars and scientists working during the 

hey day of the Arab Empire has been researched, 
collated and simplified for the layman by Toma 
Shamani. 

The results of his work, over several years, may 
be seen this week at an exhibition staged by the 
Medical Faculty of King Abdul Aziz University in 
the Visual Aids Hall. The exhibit opens at 11 a.m. 
Monday, April 16. 

Shamani, who is an Iraqi, graduated mweteri- 
nary sciences at Calcutta University in 1950. After 
some years of medical practice among the flocks 
and herds of the nomads in the plains and deserts of 
Iraq, during which, he says, became a complete 
Bedu," he began working as a scientific journalist 

“ A1 Jomhoriya of Baghdad publishes a weekly sup- 
plement on medicine and science to which Shamani 
is a regular contributor. He also broadcasts on sci- 
entific subjects for Baghdad Radio. 

His exhibition consists of 26 large posters with 
photographic illustrations drawn from many man- 
uscript and historical sources and explanatory mat- 
ter Sinking the pictures into a simple narrative. 
Gathetjng the material has taken Shamani all over 
the Islamic world. Some of his happiest recollec- 
tions are of Cordoba, onetime capital of Andatus, 
where a wonderful civilization flourished during 
Europe’s Dark Ages. 

The exhibition has already been seen in Bagh- 


dad and now Shamani is taking it on a tour of the 
Gulf, Morocco and Tunisia. He comes to Jeddah at 
the invitation of the Dean of the Faculty of 
Medicine at KAAU. 

Sha ma ni explained the evolution of Arab 
medicine from Greek texts, translated info Arabic. 
TWl knowledge together with the new discoveries 
of Arab scientists was spread thro ug h Arabic all 
over the Muslim Empire and later info Europe. 
Translations of Arabic texts into Latin were by 
monks and scholars and these became the text- 
books used in the universities of medieval Europe. 
Some of the texts, those of Ibn Sina and Abul Kas- 
sim, for instance, remained the principal teaching 
matter in Europe until the middle of the 17th cen- 
tuiy when European science and technology started 
in earnest and began to assume the lead in thewprkl 
* "hfch it still retains. 

onamani said that some aspects of medicine 
started in the Arab world. He cited the keeping of 
clinical records, the formulation of pharmacy and 
the first principles of surgery. Arabic pharmacy 
i ncluded botany, and so there are some 1,000 her- 
bal hems in the traditional pharmaoopaeia. 

He is hoping to publish his work in text book 
form, both in Arabic and English, so that it can 
reach a greater number of people. Shamani is an 
enthusiast and when you talk to him about his favo- 
rite subject, you become enthusiastic about it, too.

Since May, Duke, a 49-year-old 
PHD. in botany, has headed the 
Medicinal Plant Resources ‘ 
Laboratory at the UJS. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s Beltsvilie, 
Maryland research station. That is 
a fancy-pants way of saying that 
Duke is the federal government’s 
chief herb tester — when he isn’t 
relaxing by playing bass with a 
bluegrass band called tile Howard 
County Dump. 

For Duke, herbs are far more 
than something to hack apart in a 
lab. Duke, Us wife, peggy, and I 
their two children live on a six-, 
acre farm here named Herbal 
Vineyard Much of it is given over 
to metre titan 200 species of plants. 
If yon called Jim Duke and Us 
family “herb freaks” — as “Peo- 
ple” magazine race did — “Well, 
we wouldn’t mind a bit,” Duke 
says. 

That does not mean the Dukes 
are growing exotic plants that will 
get you higher than a kite if yon 
chew or smoke them. In fact, most 
of Duke’ 5 garden contains nothing 
more exotic than salad greens or 
spices — although most are too 
rare to be found in supermarkets. 

Duke has planted spiny ginseng 
root, foemculuriT, rainbow fern 
and yellow ladyslipper, just to 
drop a name or two. And he 
planted them all, as well as their 
brothers and sisters, for Us own 
amusement. 

Duke's herbs are to fondle, 
spindle aqd mutilate. They are 
there to be traded, reproduced 
and fretted over. Occasionally, 
they serve as sources for herbal 
medicines. Above all, they give 
the Duke farm a color (green) and 
smell (vaguely fruity) that sets h 
far apart from its horsey neigh- 
bors. 

Commercial forces occasionally 
take hold on the Duke spread — 
or ax least they have tried to. In the 
spring and summer, the Duke 
children— John, 17, and Gssy, 13 
— take some of the family crops to 
.the nearby farmer’s market in 
Columbia. On a good day, they 
have been known to dear all of $ 
12 . 

But if Herbal Vineyard was ever 
supposed to be self-supporting, 
the Dukes would have been selling 
insurance long ago. 

“We're the type to whom the 
last agricultural yearbook was 
dedicated. We’re people who 
make our living elsewhere,*’ says 
Dnke. “All propositions are losing 
as far as money is concerned. If sa 
hobby. Pm toe major laborer. If I 
see a new herb. Til usually try to 
get it." 

A large part of Jim Duke’s work 
for the USD A consists of collect- 
ing “new” herbs. He has traveled 
all over the world on collecting 
toms (Panama m February, China 
last summer). This year, be is 
heading up a special collection of 
herbs that will be tested by the 


National Cancer Institute as poss- 
ible cures for cancer. 

“We’ve already been through 
10 per cent of the plants in the 
world. One in 10 has some ftflw* 
on cancer in the test tube,” Duke 
said. But the excitement Lies in the 
“hundreds of plants that have 
never been tested.” At Beltsvilie, 
Duke says wryly, “we’re not wor- 
ried about unemployment'* 

Duke is concerned, however, 
with the public attitude toward 
herbal medicines. 

He and his colleagues jokingly 
cafl the Beltsvilie lab “ye olde 
quacky shacky,” because they 
know that's how many people 
view them and their work. And 
Duke is forever being urged by 
someone.or other to ’come out of 
the closet” and declare that herb 
medicines are great and patent 
medicines awful. 

In fact, Duke is ambivalent 
about which, if either, is better. 

“You get some strong advo- 
cates of herbal medicine, but you 


seldom get scientific proof,” Duke 
said. “A lot of h is really danger- 
ous. You can overdose. 

“On 1 the otter hand, there are 
more people hit by fallin g airp- 
lanes than axe poisoned by herbal 
medicine. Td say more than 10 per 
cent of the old wives' tales have 
some truth to them.” 

Out in his greenhouse, there 
grows a jojoba. “Supposed to cure 
baldness ” Duke says. 

Two shelves over is a batch of 
euphorbia lathyris — the so-called 
“petroleum plant.” Its milky sap 
“is similar to the hydrocarbon 
content in petroleum,” Duke said. 
“It’s supposed to produce 50 bar- 
rels of oil per acre. Some people 
believe it’ll cause cancer instead.” 
Catnip, ornamental kale, jim- 
son weed — Jim Duke is growing 
them all. And he firmly expects 
there will soon be more like him. 

“There are more people 
interested in nature, in back-to- 
the- earth movements, in back- 
packing movements," he said.

Five -stroke lead in third round 

Sneed leaves Masters pack 


AUGUSTA, Ga. April 15 
(Agencies) — ■ An inspired Ed 
Sneed, firing his tbird^ successive 
round in the 60s, opened up a 
commanding five-stroke lead in 
the Masters golf championship 
Saturday with a 12- under- par 
total of 204. 

The curly- haired Sneed sur- 
vived his first bogey of the tour- 
nament and collected four tardies 
in adding a 69 to his opening 
rounds of 68 and 67 on a warm, 
■ nmn y day at the 7,040-yard 
Augusta National Course. 

Sneed’s closest rivals were the 
- man he shar ed the lead with after 
two rounds. Tubby Craig Stadler, 
and tournament favorite Tom 
Watson, who both ended the day 
on 209, one ahead of first-day 
leader Bruce Lietzke and Fuzzy 
ZoeQer. 

MiHer Barber, who tied the 
course record Saturday morning 
with a 64 when he finished his 
interrupted second round, came 
next on 211 with 1976 champion 
Ray Floyd, Leonard Thompson, 
Tom Kite and the leading fore- 
igner, Australia's Jack Newton. 

Jack Nicklaus, winner of the 
event five times, could do no bet- 


ter t han an even-par 72 for a 212 
total matched by Bill Kratzer, Gil 
Mor gan and Lanny Wadkins, fol- 
lowed by Spain's Severiano Bal- 
lesteros alone on 213. 

Sneed managed to increase his 
lead because none of his closest 
rivals could come to grips with the 
course, which was drying out from 
Friday’s torrential downpour that 
halted play for two hours. 


Watson, the winner two years 
ago and this year's leading 
money-winner, 1 bogeyed the two 
par fives on the front nine, the 
second and eighth, but could do no 
better than par the rest of the 
holes for a 70. 

“I just didn't have enough 
opportunities for birdies,” be 
lamented.

Relief by Guidry aids 8-5 win 

Yankee grand slam crushes Chicago 


NEW YORK, Apijfl 15 (AF) — 
Pinch-hitter Jay Johnstone's 
grand slam home run and a rare 
relief appearance by Cy" Young 
winner Ron Guidry beljted the 
New York Yankees to an 8-5 vic- 
tory over the Chicago White Sox 
Saturday. 

With one out in the eighth and 
Chicago leading 5-4, pinch- batter 
Jim Spencer drew a walk for the 
Yankees against losing pitcher 
Dewey Robinson. Reggie Jackson 
followed with a double and Graig 
Nettles, who had homered earlier 
in the game, was given an inten- 
tional pass. 

Lerrin Lagrowcame on hurelief 
of Robinson and Johnstone 
greeted Lagrow with hisl first 
home ran of the season over the 
wall in right-center. 

Dick TSdrow, the third pitcher 
used by die Yankees, 1 picked up 
his first victory of the year but left 
the game after the White Sox put 
two men on base with one out in 
the ninth. Guidry then made his 


first relief appearance in two sea- 
sons and got Jorge Orta to hit into 
a game-ending double play to earn 
the save. 

Elsewhere in the American 
League, Rick Ce roue's bases- 
loaded single with one out in the 
eighth inning broke a 6-6 tie and 
helped the Toronto Vine Jays to 
an 8-6 victory over the Kansas 
Gty Royals. It was the fourth 
straight victory for the Blue Jays. 

The Milwaukee Brewers belted 
a team-record six home runs and 
Gorman Thomas signled home 
two runs in the last of the ninth 
inning for a wild 11-10 victory 
over the Baltimore Orioles. 

Right-hander Dave Frost, fac- 
ing foe Oakland A’s for the first 
time m his career, fired a five- 
hitter and Bobby Gricb knocked 
in four runs with two homers as 
the California Angels coasted to a 
9-3 victory. 

Cleveland at Boston was rained 
out, as was Philadelphia at New 
York in the National League. 


Elsewhere in the National 
League, San Francisco's Vida 
Blue pitched out of trouble several 
times and finished with a nine- 
hitter as the Giants beat the Hous- 
ton Astros 2-1. Blue became the 
major leagues’ first three-game 
winner of foe season by hurling his 
third complete gan’ie in three 
starts. He struck out eight and 
walked none. 

Ed Ott drove in four runs with a 
homer and a triple to lead the Pitt- 
sburgh Pirates to a 7-4 victory 
over the St. Louis Cardinals. 

Andre Dawson homered and 
Ross Grimsley and Elias Sosa 
teamed on a six-hitter as the 
Montreal Expos defeated the 
■Chicago Cubs 2-0 in the Expos 
home opener. 

In American League night 
games, pinch- hitter Richie Zisk 
drilled a two-rtm homer in the bot- 
tom of the eighth inning as the 
Texas Rangers raised their record 
to 6-0 by beating- the.

Hubert Green was 72-15, four- 
time Masters runnerup Tom 
Weiskopf 71-216 and defending 
champion Gary Player of South 
Africa was 74-217. 

Sneed, tied with Stadler for the 
lead at the end of 36 holes, took 
sole control of the spot with a chip 
and a 15-foot birdie putt on foe 
second hole. 

The smooth, disciplined Sneed 
made birdie-four on the eighth 
and, with Stadler continuing to 
have his problems, had a three- 
shot lead at the turn. 

He expanded that with a gorge- 
ous foot to within three or four 
feet of the flag on foe picturesque

NEW ORLEANS, La. April 15

Mexico and the United States by the U.S. rejection 
of the first Mexican offer marred the start of Car- 
tels visit to Mexico in February. 

But at the end of his three-day visit. Carter and 
Mexican President Jose Lopez Portillo agreed to 
begin government- to- government ne gotiation s on 
a fair pricing system for gas sales to U.S. customers. 

In 1977 tike Carter administration cancelled a 
pact negotiated by six private U.S. companies to 
purchase natural gas from Pctroleos Mexicanos 
(FEMEX), the Mexican state oil monopoly. It said 
the price — $2.60 per 1,000 cubic feet of gas — was 
too high and would put an unfair burden on Ameri- 
can consumers. 

But it was not only the potential reaction of U.S. 
consumers that, made Washington apprehensive at 
that time. Canada 1 sells natural gas to the United 
States for $2.16 per 1,000 cubic feet and warned 
that it would raise the price if Mexican gas was 
bought at $2.60. 

Tbe Mexican offer was to sell two billion cubic 
feet a day to the United States, delivered by 
of .an extension of the gas pipeline Mexico was 
building from its southern gas wells to the northern 
industrial city of MonteiTey. 

At the time, Mexico was nego tiating financing 
the new pipeline and financing was Hnlr#»H to a U.S. 
sales contract When the sale fell through, Mexico 
returned its credit application to the Export-Import 
Bank in Washington and borrowed $1 billion 
instead from a European consortium. 

The pipeline to Monterrey, without the extension 
to the border, was inaugurated March 18 by Lopez 
Portillo. 

Mexican officials have made it clear that any new 
purchase price would not be as low as the figure 
mentioned in 1977. 

PEMEX chief Diaz Serrano said last month that 
Mexico's price now would be about $3. 15 per 1,000 
cubic feet. 

White President Carter was visiting Mexico, U.S. 
officials traveling with Trim said that the 
government- to-govemnmt talks would be to establ- 
ish price parameters and that the negotiation of 
contracts would be carried out by private U.S. com- 
panies with those parameters.

Because of oil decontrol 

U.S. gasoline price seen rising 


WASHINGTON, April 15 
(AP) — President Jimmy Carter's 
decision to phase out price con- 
trols on domestic oil will increase 
the cost of a gallon of gasoline 3.6 
cents by 1981, according to a con- 
gressional study released Satur- 
day. 

The estimate, by tbe House 
Commerce Subcommittee on 
Energy, compares closely with 
administration projections that 
decontrol would push-up gasoline 
prices4 to 5 cents a gallon by Sep- 
tember 1 981 . Other congressional 
estimates put the projected [Mice 
impact at about twice that 
amount. 


Both sets of estimates do not 
include the effects of oil price 
increases that are expected from 
the oil exporting countries. 

The subcommittee's report said 
that at Its peak, decontrol will cost 
consumers nearly .$$13 billion. - 

However, under Carter’s 
phased- in approach, tbe impact 
will be felt gradually. The addi- 
tional cost to the average Ameri- 
can household from decontrol win 
be$ 12 in 1979,$ 60 in 1980,$ 133 
in 1981 and $ 156 in 1982, the 
study said. 

The president’s decontrol deci- 
sion wffl also increase inflation by 


as much as 0.5 per cent and raise 
unemployment by .17 per cent, 
the report said. Those effects, 
however, are less severe than 
would be caused by immediate 
decontrol, it added. 


Carter has said that as of June 1, 
he will gradually decontrol domes- 
tic oil prices as a way to increase 
energy conservation and spur U.S. 
oil production. He also proposed a 
tax on excess ofl company profits, 
with tbe revenue going toward 
funds for mass transit, energy 
research and fuel bills of low- 
income Americans. 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia, 
April 15 (AP) — leading natural 
rubber producers and consumers 
have made significant progress 
toward an international pact to 
stabilize tbe rubber market. Prim- 
ary Industries Minister Pan! 
Leong said Sunday. 

Leong told a news conference 
the recent UNCTAD negotiating 
conference on an international 
natural rubber agreement in 
Geneva had agreed in principle 
that the size of the buffer stock 
would be 400,000 tons and the 
contingency stock 150,000 tons. 

Hie said it also 'agreed on a 
reference price of 95 US. cents 
with a ceiling of 122 U.S. cents 
and an absolute floor price of 68 
cents and a band of 109 cents at 
the top and 80 at tbe bottom 
within which the buffer stock 
would not operate. 

The major producing countries 
in the talks which ended Thursday 
were Malaysia, Indonesia, Thai- 
land, Sri Lanka and Singapore. 
The consumer countries were the 
United States, the European 
Economic Community, Japan, 
China, Australia and the Nordic 
countries. 


Leong said there was a provi- 
sion in the agreement for a 
periodic price review, based on 
market trends and other economic 
factors. f 

The current global oil situation 
had made the techno-economic 
position of natural rubber 
stronger, he said. 

It was generally believed that 
prices of natural robber would 
tend to move toward in tbe next 
five to 10 years and beyond, he 
added. 

“ It should increase in the fore- 
seeable future,- unless there is a 
severe economic recession or 

financial crisis in the world, ” he 
said. 

However be added: “ despite 
the bright future of natural rub- 
ber, we are willing to enter into an 
international natural rubber 
agreement, because it gives 
further gurantees that natural 
robber prices anil not be allowed 
to go below 0J68 U.S. dollars per 
kilo. 

“ This floor price would provide 
the minimum socio-economic 
requirements pf smallholders and 
plantation tappers. " 

The next negotiations are 
scheduled in June and July.

Japan central bank seen 
hiking discount rate soon 

TOKYO, April 15 (AP) — The Bankof Japan will raise the official 
discount rate to 4 35 per cent a year Tuesday from the present 3 .5 per 
cent in an effort to curb inflationary pressures, Kyodo News Service 
reported Sunday. 

Along with the raise in the rate charged for loans to banks, the 
central bank and the government also plan to raise tbe interest rates 
on postal savings and bank deposits by the same margin, Kyodo said. 

A similar increase in rates for bonds and commercial borrowers is 
expected to follow, it added. 

Kyodo said the bank had lowered die rate eight times since April 
1975 in an easy money policy aimed at boosting Japan's economy 
after the 1973 oil shock. 

Over the last three weeks, the U.S. dollar has climbed from about 
206 to more than 216 yen despite heavy dollar selling by the Bank of 
Japan to check the yen’s decline. 

A weak yen makes Japan’s imports cost more at a time tbe nation is 
fighting inflation but higher interest rates would tend to make the yen 
more attractive. 

The Tokyo Exchange Market, however, has been expecting a 
discount rate increase for the last week or so.

Yugoslavia reels after worst-ever earthquake 


BELGRADE, April 15 (AP) 
— A massive earthquake, possibly 
the worst in this nation's history, 
struck the Adriatic coastal region 
of Yugoslavia Sunday, killing at 
least 100 people, the official Tan- 
jug news agency reported. 

The death toll was expected to 
go higher. 

Hundreds were injured and 
scores of industrial plants, hospi- 
tals, ports, hotels, homes and 
resorts were damaged. ' 

Also damaged and closed for * 
traffic were roads leading to the 
coast, the railroad Tito- Grad- Bar 
Jine, and power, water and sewer 
networks in coastal towns. 

Witnesses in 13 inland villages 
said almost all the old houses in 
the region were damaged. 

“There is not a single bouse that 
has not been damaged in one or 


another way in Herceg-Novi,” 
said Mayor Dusko Seferovic. 

Rumblings from the quake set 
buildings swaying as fax away as 
Salonka where residents fled into 
the streets in panic.

Police teargas services

JOHANNESBURG, April 15 
(AP) — Police disrupted a 
graveside service for an executed 
black activist, firing tear gas at his 
mother and other family members 
and friends, the “Sunday Johan- 
nesburg Post” reported. 

The service was for Soloman 
Mahlangu, a 23-year old student 
whose execution made him a mar- 
tyr to blacks and drew protests 
from world leaders. 

South African authorities called 
him a terrorist and a murderer, 
who had been given training in 
guerrilla camps in Angola, 

The “Post” said the Saturday 
incident began ,when police 
arrived at the Atteridgeville 
Cemetery as mourners began to 
pray, ordering them to disperse 
within 10 min utes.

PARIS, April 15 (AP) — 
French environmentalists have 
won a court order to temporarily 
hah work on four nuclear reactors 
south of Paris, on the grounds that 
they might pollute subterranean 
water supplies. 

The plaintiffs claimed in court 
that Electridte de France, the 
national power company building 
the reactors, had failed to carry 
out an adequate study of the 
power plants’ impact on the envi- 
ronment. 

The case was brought before a 
court in Orleans, 88 kilometers 
from here, by a group of environ- 
mental activists, farmers, 
municipalities and private indi- 
viduals. 

The court ruled against the pro- 
ject after a government represen- 
tative testified that the power 
company indeed had failed to ful- 
fill all its administrative obliga- 
tions before beginning construc- 
tion.

A 7 
reading is a “major” earthquake, 
capable of widespread heavy 
damage. 

The San Francisco earthquake 
of 1906, which occurred before 
the Richterscale was devised, has 
been estimated at 83 on the Rich- 
ter scale.
